3. To bring in your votes for the election of 
Delegates-at-Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, Dis- 
trict Delegates, Alternate District Delegates to the 
National Conventions of the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice-President of 
the United States. 


4. To see how much the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for highways in addition to the 
amount required by law. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for care of the Library. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for street lights. 


8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for care of Common. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $990.00 to secure $1,485.00 from the state 
for Trunk Line construction. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $2,431.02 to secure $4,706.03 from state for 
Trunk Line maintenance. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $264.00 to secure $528.00 from the state 
for State Aid maintenance. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 117 laws of 1917 on a section of 
the Moosilauke road so-called and appropriate or set 
aside from the amount raised for highway work the 
sum of $250.00 for this purpose. 


18. To see if the town will vote to accept state 
aid in building the bridge near H. U. Colburn’s and 
raise and appropriate money for same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 to widen the road 
between P. W. Chellis’ and Will Colburn’s.
